One of the most im portant pieces ofleg is- 
lation which has been accom plished by the 
present leg islature is the redistricting of the 
state into cong ressional district, to conform 
to the act of cong ress by which M innesota 
is to havcseven instead of five cong ressmen. 
This bill has not yet become a law. but its 
form has been ag re« .*« ! upon ami it will prob­ 
ably be passed w ithout a dissenting vote. 
The basis of the bill is the Deputation ac­ 
cording to the census of 1890. 
The accom­ 
panying m ap g ives a clear idea of the « lis- 
tricls as they will 1m? under the new reg ime. 
There is no chang e in the First « listrict, ex­ 
cept th at Waseca county is a« l« led to it. 
The Second district has Chippewa couuty 
added, nut loses Waseca, Sibley and Le 
Sueur counties. 
The Third district loses 
Chippewa, K andiyohi and Swift counties 
and has added Le Sueur and Sibley. 
The 
identity of the Fourth and Fittn districts 
is lost entirely. 
Hennepin county is put 
into a district by itself. 
Ramsey lias add« *! 
to it W ashing ton, Chisag o, I-anti, Kanabec, 
the-e constituting the projiosed new Fourth 
district. 
The irreg ular appearance of the 
Fourth district is accounted for by the fact 
that the A noka people objected to l» cing 
place« ! in this district, claim ing that their 
interests were more nearly identical with 
those of the Sixth district than those of the 
Fourth.

las ó me lined with sol» « i foe. or. at ail j 
ev ents, would la? made so cold that no 
ant, howev er tenacious of life it might I 
lie, could long surv iv e tlie exposure.

No. 906—introduced by the special com m it­ 
tee on g am e and g ame laws, which has 
been 
recoin mended 
for passag e in the 
house, and will in all probability pass both 
houses and become a law. 
As will be seen, 
it makes some radical chang es in the g ame 
laws of the state. 
The main provisions of 
the hill are as follows: 
Section 1 provide? for the creation of a 
boar« ! of g ame and fish commissioners, ot 
five members, who shall serve w ithout 
com pensation, to be appointed by the g ov­ 
ernor, for tbe term of six years each. 
Section 2 provides for the appointm ent of 
the members in such a m anner that only 
two of the board shall retire every two 
years. 
Section 3 provides that it shall he the duty 
of the said board of g ame and fish com m is­ 
sioners to propag ate and distribute food 
fishes and to k« *ep up the supply thereof in 
the various waters ol the state, and to secure 
the enforcem ent of all the laws of this state 
for the preservation, propag ation and pro­ 
tection ot the g ame and fish of the state. 
They shall appoint some person, a resi­ 
dent of 
the state, 
as 
g ame warden, 
who shall act as secretary and business 
ag ent ot said board, who shall holil his 
office for the term ot two years; and faid 
hoard shall have power to appoint deputy 
g ame warden» , who shall be residents of the 
state, in num ber not exceeding four, and 
who shall hold their offices for the like 
term of two years: and said board may at 
any tim e remove any of said wardens and 
appoint another in his place for the unex- 
pire« l term. 
The compensation of sai« i 
warden and deputy wardens shall he fixed 
by the hoard, and said board shall further 
have the power to appoint at any tim e a 
special g ame warden for any county in the 
state, for such period o f tim e as they may 
in their discretion determine. 
Section 4 provides for the collection of 
statistics, specimens, etc., and for the com ­ 
pilation ot an annual rep o rt 
Section 5 makes it the duty ot the hoard 
to select locations in different parts of the 
state for the establishm ent of stations for 
breeding fish, for the purpose of stocking 
the waters of the state with g ood fish; they 
shall conduct such experim ents at th p e 
stations as they deem best to serve the in­ 
terests ot the state; they may insti ute and 
prosecute actions and proceeding s in the 
nam e of the hoard; 
the board shall 
plcy a superintendent of fisheries, who shal. 
devote his entire tim e to the work of fish 
propag ation and tlistributton under the di­ 
rection of the hoard. 
The salary ot the 
superintendent of lislieri« » shall not exceed 
the sum of $2,000 per annum . All property 
owc« id or leased by said board shall be ex­ 
em pt from taxation.

Th« S hortest Term of Im prisonm ent 
on Record. 
The shortest term ever announced 
by a judge wa s in a sentence parsed 
by Mr. J ustice Hawkins, in the la tter 
part of 1**7, upon a woma n tried !>e- 
fore him for btgamy and convicted. 
There were very distressing circum­ 
sta nces connected with the ca se, and 
the judge considered he could not pa ss 
a hea vier sentence tha n the one he 
a nnounced of five m inutes' imprison- 
i inent, which m ea nt, in fact no puuisti- 
ment a t a ll. 
Although no other sen- 
tences of im prisonm ent ha ve been so 
short a s the a bove, so far a s the time 
m entioned in tlie sentence was con­ 
cerned. 
yet ca ses frequently occur 
where on the second or third da y of 
the a ssizes a prisoner is sentenced to

The S h o rtest Term o f Im prisonm ent 
on R ecord. 
Tile shortest term ever announced 
by a judge w as in a sentence passed 
by Mr. Justice Hawkins, in the latter 
part of 1*87, upon a woman tried I as­ 
tore him for bigamy and convicted. . 
There were very distressing circum­ 
stances connected with the case, and 
the judge considered he could not pass 
a heavier senteni-e than the one be 
announced of five m inutes’ im prison­ 
m ent, which m eant, in fai t no punish- ; 
ment a t all. Although no other sen- 
tences of im prisonm ent have been so 
short as the al>ove, so far as the time 
m entioned in the sentence was con- I 
cerned, 
yet cases frequently occur : 
where on the second or third day of 
the assizes a prisoner is sentenced to 
one or two d ay s’ im prisonm ent, and 
a* the term runs from the first 
day 
of 
the 
assizes 
the 
effect 
has l»een the sam e as in the case of the I 
five m inutes term passed by Mr. Ju s­ 
tice Hawk ins. namely, the im m ediate 
discharge of the prisoner sentenced. 
I >ne such case occurred rn December, 
188 b, at the G lam organshire A*sizes at 
<’arditi, when a laborer, nam ed O lar- * 
Ie* Nicholls, pleaded guilty to house­ 
breaking. and the prisoner’* brother j 
appealed to the Court to give Ii is broth­ 
er a chance of reclam ation, as he was 
the only member of a decent family 
gone wrong. The Judge assented, and 
sentenced the prisoner to two day*' 
im prisonm ent, 
which 
practically 
m eant im m ediate release. 
A gentle­ 
m an in court then came forward and 
offered 
the 
prisoner em ploym ent, 
which was gratefully accepted.—'Tit- i 
Bits.

Caufieid's Latest 
The following telegram has been 
sent from this city to the St. Paul 
paper*: 
A mysterious railroad survey is in 
progress, passing this city north and 
south, that give rise to belief that a 
big race is on to tap the country to 
the north, in the Grand Rapids di­ 
rection. toward the boundary region. 
The lins crosses the Northern Pacific, 
east of this place, near Red Cedar 
siding, and the stakes as set thus in­ 
dicate that more than 50 miles of line 
had been run. The line crosses the 
Mississippi near the mouth of Willow, 
and the party was yesterday on Little 
Willow, in the Grand Rapids di­ 
rection. 
From appearances the line 
has come from Milaca, or some point 
east of St. Cloud, and passed along 
the west shore of Mille Lacs lake. 
This would indicate that it was a 
Great Northern line, and heading for 
a short cut to Wmnipeg, perhaps as a 
forestallment of the Duluth & Winm 
peg. 
If this is true, it is so palpable 
an invasion of Northern Pacific terri­ 
tory that the fur is sure to fiv, and 
our people would expect to see the 
Northern Pacifie push out immedi­ 
ately for a short line north from this 
city.

There were only twelve cases of 
drunkenness before the courts at Fer­ 
gus Falls during the past year.

One of the most im portant pieces of legis­ 
lation w hich has been accom plished by the 
present legislature is L:e red istrioting of the 
state into congressional district, to conform 
to the act of congress by which M innesota 
is to havescven instead of live congressmen. 
This bid has not yet become a law. but its 
form has been agreed upon ami it will prob­ 
ably be passed w ithout a dissenting vote. 
The basis of the bill is the population ac­ 
cording to the census of 1890. 
The accom­ 
panying m ap gives a clear idea ot the dis­ 
tricts as they will he under the new regime. 
There is no change in the First district, ex­ 
cept th at Waseca county is added to it. 
The Second district has Chippewa county 
added, but loses Waseca, Sibley and I.e 
Sueur counties. 
T he T hird district loses 
Chippewa, K andiyohi and Swift counties 
and lias added Le Sueur and Sibley. 
The 
identity of the F ourth and Filtn districts 
is lost entirely. 
H ennepin county is p u t 
into a district by itself. 
Ramsey has added 
to it W ashington, Chisago, Isanti, Kanabec, 
the*e constituting the proposed new Fourth 
district. 
The irregular appearance of the 
Fourth district is accounted for by the fact 
th at the A noka people objected to being 
placed in this district, claim ing th at their 
interests were m ore nearly identical w ith 
those of the Sixth district than those of the 
Fourth.

No person shall at a n y tim e ac­ 
quire any property in any game or fish 
w ithin the State of M innesota, or subject 
any of the sam e to his own dom inion or 
control, save only by killing the sam e w ith­ 
in the periods and by the means perm itted 
by the laws ot the state, and, except ais per­ 
m itted by such laws, the gam e and fish 
w ithin the state be and rem ain the property 
of the state.

Below* is given a synopsis of a bill— H. F. 
No. 996—introduced by the special com m it­ 
tee on gam e and gam e laws, which has 
been 
recom m ended 
for passage in the 
house, and w ill in all probability pass both 
houses and become a law. 
As will be seen, 
it m akes some radical changes in the game 
laws of the state. 
The m ain provisions of 
the bill are as follows; 
Section 1 provide* for the creation of a 
board of gam e and fish comm issioners, ot 
five members, who shall serve w ithout 
com pensation, to be appointed by the gov­ 
ernor, for the term of six years each. 
Section 2 provides for the appointm ent of 
the mem bers in such a m anner th at only 
two of the board shall retire every two 
years. 
Section 3 provides th at it shall be the duty 
of the said board of gam e and fish com m is­ 
sioners to propagate and distribute food 
fishes and to keep up the supply thereof in 
the various waters ot the state, and to secure 
the enforcem ent ol all the laws of this state 
for the preservation, propagation and pro­ 
tection ot the game and fish of the stace. 
They shall 
appoint som e person, a resi­ 
dent of 
the state, 
as 
gam e warden, 
who shall act as secretary and business 
agent ot said board, who shall hold his 
office for the term ot two years; and said 
board shall have power to appoint deputy 
gam e wardens, who shall be residents of the 
state, in num ber not exceeding four, and 
who shall hold their offices for the like 
term of two years; and said board m ay at 
any tim e rem ove any of said w ardens and 
appoint another in his place for the unex- 
pired term . 
The com pensation of said 
warden and deputy w ardens shall be fixed 
by the board, and said board shall further 
have the power to appoint at any tim e a 
special game warden lor any county in the 
stale, for such period o f tim e as they may 
in their discretion determ ine. 
(section 4 provides fcr the collection of 
statistics, specimens, etc., and for the com ­ 
pilation ot an annual report. 
Section 5 m akes it the duty ot the board 
to select locations in different parts of the 
state for trie establishm ent of stations for 
breeding fish, for the purpose of stocking 
the waters of the state w ith good fish; they 
shall conduct such experim ents at these 
stations as they deem best to serve the in ­ 
terests of the state; they may institute and 
prosecute actions and proceedings in the 
nam e of the board; 
the board shall em ­ 
ploy a superintendent of fisheries, who shall 
devote his entire tim e to the w ork of fish 
propagation and distribution under the di­ 
rection of the hoard. 
The salary of the 
superintendent o f fisheries shall not exceed 
the sum of $2,900 per annum .

SEN A TE 
D uring the m orning session the senate 
adopted resolutions appropriating $589.30 
for the expenses of the state prison investi­ 
gation and giving the doorkeepers full pay 
at $5 per day from the beginning of the 
session. 
They were appointed at $3. 
The 
resolution passed by a vote of 33 to 8. 
Re­ 
peated attem pts have been m ade to get 
through the senate a resolution providing 
for a second edition of the m anual, hut 
heretolore they 
have failed. 
Yesterday 
m orning Senator Davis renewed the war 
and finally his resolution was adopted. 
The H ennepin senators had a little alter­ 
cation over the house hill putting several 
county officers on a salary instead ol the 
present lee system. 
This was an issue in 
the last 
campaign, and the Democrats 
sought to evade direct conflict w ith their 
own platlorm by passing the hill, hut m ak­ 
ing it take effect Jan. 1, 1893, at the close ol 
the terms of the present Democratic of- 
cials. 8enator Morse and John-D ay Sm ith 
objected to Senator M arch’s recom m enda­ 
tion th at the hill pass and it went hack to 
the delegation. 
A couple of bills were introduced at the 
close of the calendar and then adjournm ent 
was taken until this m orning.

over, the native* call the m ountains Amer- 
isque, not A m erique, so th at the question 
may he considered settled in favor of the 
personal name.

THE TROUBLESOME ANT, 


He Can be Gotten Rid of By the 
Freezing Out Process, 


The inhabitants of cold climates 
have lit tie idea of the fierceness of the 
conflict which has been carried on from 
time immemorial between man and 
the ant tribe, and can hardly appre­ 
ciate the 
extraordinary capacity 
shown by these tireless insects in their 
depredations upon the human race. In 
the tropics no satisfactory remedy has 
yet been devised by which the balance 
of advantage, always largely in favor 
of the ant as against man, can be 
overcome, and the insignificant-look- 
ing insect, by force of numbers, indus­ 
try, and perseverance, is master of t he 
situation. 
Even in more temperate regions like 
some parts of our Southern States 
ants are troublesome enemies, and 
the 
sugestion 
made 
in 
the 
Tropical 
Agriculturist, 
publish­ 
ed at Colombo, in Ceylon, may be 
worth trying in some parts of this 
country. The suggestion is that ants 
may be frozen out of existence by 
means of a cask of the freezing mixture 
used by engineers in excavating in 
quicksands fixed over the entrance of 
the nest, the other entrances being 
closed with day, with a tube placed in 
tl«p hole also well packed with clay. 
The pressure from the head of liquid 
jivould. it is claimed, be sufficient to 
drive the freezing mixture down into 
the furthest recesses of the ant’s gal­ 
leries, which would almost instantly 
become lined with solid ice, or, at all 
events, would be made so cold that no 
ant, however tenacious of life it might 
be, could long survive the exposure. 
These freezing mixtures are not very 
expensive, and, as our contemporary 
suggests, it is possible that the pro­ 
gress of science has here lieen achieved 
a victory in the interest of man fot 
which so many generations have con 
tended in vain.—Garden and Forest.

a. my of men silently drop into the grave, 
many of them hastened there by reason of 
their patriotism , they hear around them 
this alm ost fiendish m isrepresentation and 
these ghoulish attacks.

The winter, though not without ite 
excitements, is a long and lonely on* 
for the trapper, and the work is ver\ 
hard. For six months you see no liv­ 
ing soul, and have only your dog for 
company. Very likely, too, you may 
he jKiorlv paid for your time. I trap­ 
ped one whole winter and only caught 
four marten by my land trappings, 
writes a correspondent of Forest and 
Stream. After 1 had been at it for a 
time I saw that there were no marten in 
the country, and, as I happened to have 
two No. 4 traps with me, I started 
trapping otter and caught 37 during 
the winter. 
When the trapping is at an end, you 
begin to think of getting your fur tc 
market. The skins must first he got 
out to your canoe, if you are trapping 
on the coast or on a large river, or else 
out to some settlement. The fur is 
made up into bales of a size convenient 
for packing and carried out, a cache 
being made of your first load if you 
have to make two or more trips. 
Then your canoe is stowed and you 
set sail for your market, which on this 
northern coast is generally Victoria, 
vs lure tlie s k i n s are sold at auction. 
Nothing definite can be said about 
the returns in this business. Much de- 
peiid** on the skill and industry of the 
trapper, and quite as much on the 
abundance 
or scarcity of the iur. 
About the best winter I ever made in 
land trapping was 20 fishers and from 
180 to 1 DO marten. Besides the reg­ 
ular fur a man may pick up some odds 
and ends by steel traps and poison; a 
bear or two, a few wolves, perhaps a 
wolverine. These would bring in a few 
dollars in addition to the regular 
■atch. Then, too, a man may have an 
»pportunity on his way down the 
oast to catch a few otter or bear or 
• o trade a few fur with the Indians, 
but on the whole, even in the best ol 
years, a man got but small return for 
a season which lasted, perhaps, from 
the first of August to the first of June.

The following advice from an ex­ 
perienced electrician with 
regard to 
“ live” 
wires is w orth remembering: 
“ Never touch an electric w ire th a t has 
ta ’len down across you r w ay while 
standing on the ground, as you r body 
will become a co u d u ctor for the elec­ 
tric fluid to the earth , u nlessycu have 
rubber b oots upon you r feet. 
Line­ 
men are som etim es seen pulling these 
wires ab ou t, hut they have insulating 
rubber h oots upon their feet,orgloves 
of like m aterial upon their hands, and 
som e people, supposing these coverings 
to be only used for p rotection against 
tlie wet weather, have foolishly grasp ­ 
ed the wires and recieved severe shocks 
in consequence. 
Don’t employ a car- 
penter o r ord in ary laliorer nor do you 
yourself a tte m p t to fix an y electric 
a p p a ra tu s of any oower ab out your 
p rop erty, whether the current is tu rn ­ 
ed on o r n ot. 
E lectric wires should tie 
handled one a t a tim e 
If it is neces­ 
sary to tak e hold of two wires a t the 
sam e tim e, d on ’t do it. 
In handling 
or drawing any wire lying over any of 
the ord in ary street wires, especially 
such as convey cu rren ts for electric 
lighting, use a dry hand line for the 
purjiose o r grasp the wire with insulat­ 
ed pincers. 
An ordinary wire clothes­ 
line m ay becom e the con du ctor of a 
deadly cu rren t. 
In a dynam oroom , 
touch n ot, ta ste not, handle not. 
The m ost inoffensive-looking dishpan 
m ay strike you like a nailed hand. 
Nothing is safe to you here unless you 
know 
everything. 
I^et workingmen 
rem em ber th a t when a com pany has 
strung w ires on the crossb ars of poles 
so closely together th a t a m an can not 
m ove easily between them it is b etter 
for him to com e down and resign. 
W h at profiteth it a m an th a t tie has 
a situ ation if his wife he a widow? 
Never close a circuit without giving 
notice to all concerned. 
A telegraph 
notice recieved in the hack of the neck 
generally arrives to o late to do any 
good. 
On no condition let tw o wires 
touch 
your body a t the sam e time. 
Don’t tliink th a t any wire is not d an ­ 
gerous. 
There is a difference between 
a gun 
with a cap on it and one with­ 
out th a t can he detected with the 
naked eye, but a loaded wire— who 
knoweth it? 
Trim m ers employed to 
atten d to lights in crowded public 
thoroughfares should be sure th a t the 
current i» turned off before they touch 
th** lam p, as th e ste jd a d d e rsa re often 
very high, and the public objects to 
being hit on th e head by a gyrating 
galvanized lam p trim m er.'

The sh ortest term ever announced 
by a judge w as in a sentence jMisaed 
by Mr. Ju stice Haw kins, in the latter 
p art of 1 8 8 7 , upon a wom an tried be­ 
fore him for bigamy and convicted. 
There were very distressing circum - 
stanees connected with the case, and 
the judge considered he could not pass 
a heavier sentence th an the one tie 
announced of five m inutes’ im prison­ 
m ent. w hich m ean t, in fact no punish­ 
ment a t all. 
Although no oth er sen­ 
tences of im prisonm ent have been so 
sh ort as the above, so far as the time 
m entioned in the sentence was con­ 
cerned, 
yet 
cases frequently occur 
where on the second o r third d ay of 
the assizes a prisoner is sentenced to 
one o r tw o d a y s’ im prisonm ent, and 
a* the 
term 
runs 
from 
the 
first 
d ay 
of 
the 
assizes 
the 
effect 
has l>een the sam e as in the case of the 
five m inutes term passed by Mr. Ju s­ 
tice Hawkins, nam ely, the im m ediate 
discharge of the prisoner sentenced. 
One such caw- occurred in December, 
1 Hsii. a t the G lam organshire Assize* a t 
Cardiff, w hen a laborer, named Char­ 
les Nicholls, pleaded guilty to house­ 
breaking, and the prisoner’s b roth er 
appealed to th eC o u rt to give his b roth ­ 
er a chance of reclam ation , as he was 
the only mem tier of a decent family 
gone wrong. The Judge assented, and 
sentenced the prisoner to tw o d a y s’ 
im prisonm ent. 
which 
p ractically 
m eant im m ediate release. 
A gentle­ 
m an in cou rt then cam e forw ard and 
offered 
the 
prisoner em ploym ent, 
which was gratefully accepted —T it- 
B its.

D issolve tho gum arabic in as 
much water as the laundress would 
use for the quantity of starch indicated. 
Mix the starch and

with the

vessel suspended in boiling water un­
